Election/Restrictions

II. Claims 54-91, drawn to linking personal metadata, classified in class 715, 
subclass 501.1. 

III. Claims 92-95, 150-1 1, and 115-117, drawn to a method of communicating 
metadata between users of a multimedia browsing service, classified in class 709, 
subclass 205. 

IV. Claims 96-10 and 112-114, drawn to a method of communicating metadata 
between a user device and an external device using a logon to the multimedia 
browsing system, classified in class 709, subclass 229. 

V. Claims 1 1 8-132, drawn to a method of transferring a media session from a first 
device to a second device, classified in class 709, subclass 227. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions III-V are distinct from each other and Groups I-II fro the reasons listed in the 
paragraph 2 of the Restriction Requirement dated 1/26/2005.
